The Legislature, or the Radical part of it 
rather, determined yesterday to have an 
election for U. S. Senators to-day, and it is 
rumored that the bedy will adjourn to- 
morrow for a long spell of a month or two.

Blodgett's 
Senatorial aspirations, the replacing of An- 
gier with a pliant Treasurer, the removal 
of all judiciary integrity, the thorough re- 
habilitation of the whole State house ma- 
chinery on a Bullock basis, are all impor- 
tant essentials. . 
The matter can not be long in abeyance. 
The U. 8. Senate has the decision of the 
whole question. The contest is being 
fiercely fought. If the Radicals deem two 
extreme Senators necessary, we are gone 
up. 

The Governor has gone too far. His pur- 
poses stand revealed to Congress, bis deceit 
is unmasked, But the issue is still doubt- 
ful. The question is not one of virtue, but 
of party need. If Governor Bullock's 
schemes still run in the same groove with 
the necessities of the Radical party, then 
the conservatives will again be defeated. 

We hope for the good, but anticipate the 
evil.

the hair from his head and enveloped his 
whole person in a cloud of sulpburous 
smoke. Bard was not satisfied with loafing 
upon the streets abusing the Northern peo- 
ple, the Federal army and in defending the 
Confederate cause; consequently he deter- 
mined to turn editor in order to have a 
larger field on which to show his hate for 
the North and his love forthe South. Hav- 
ing determined to join General Forrest's 
command, we olfered the Avalanche for 
sale. Bard snapped at the 44 — with 
the brisk alacrity of a shark in pursuit of a 
young cel. Ile is a plausible rascal. ur- 
charged with palaver and deceit, and by a 
preconcerted system of falsehood he man- 
aged to swindle his friends out of a few 
thousand dollars, whieh he paid us, gave 
his note for the balance, now amounting to 
over five thousand dollars, and which we 
hope he will pay out of his stealings in 
Idaho. 
The Avalanche says that the Doctor was 
too abusive, and thus relates the cause of 
his retirement from that paper:

A Synopsis of Gen. Sherman’s Re- 
port on Georgia—Georgia to be 
Admitted Without Conditions— 
The Election of Hill and Miller 
Considered Legal. 


WASHINGTON, D. C. C., February 14, 1870. 
The Vice-President laid before the Sen- 
ate to-day, a report from the Secretary of 
War, enclosing the correspondence bet ween 
Sherman and Terry in reference to Georgia 
matters. It shows that Terry was assigned | . 
to duty in Georgia atthe request of Bul- 
lock and against the wishes of the former, 
the President, believ'ng Terry the best 
man forthe place. Terry was instructed 
not to remove any officer; but to let the mat- 
ters continuo until necessity should arise. 
Terry subsequently asked to be elothed in 
the full powers given by the reconstruc- 
tion acts, and inquired if he had power to 
investigate the question of the eligibility 
of members of the Legislature, or should 
taking the oath by them be conclusive. 
Sherman directed Terry to use his own dis- 


them. Terry thought the 15th Amend ment 
would be adopted, but that the Legislature’ 
would not put down the ku-klux unless 
that he would be sustained in any excese of 
authority to maintain lew and order, until.

Terry, in reference to Georgia matters in 
answer.to the recent resolution of the Sen- 
ate. 

The report shows that Gen. Terry was 
assigned to duty as commander of the Mil- 
itary District of Georgia, at the request of 
Gov. Bullock. Gen. Terry requested the 
President not to assign himto duty then, 
but the assignment was made, the Presi- 
dent believing, that he, Gen. Terry, could 
execute the delicate and responsible duties 
better than any one else. Gen, Terry, was. 
however, instructed not to remove any ofll- 
cer, but to let matters continue till a neces- 
sity should arise. 

Under date of January 2, General Terry 
informs General Sherman that he has be 
come convinced that his assignment to th 
command of that district was neces ar; 
and that he should be clothed with all the 
powers given by the reconstruction acts. 
General Terry subsequently inquires if he 
has powerto investigate the question of 
the eligibility of members of the Legisla- 
ture, or should the taking of the oath by 
them beconclusive. General Sherman an- 
wers by telegram, “ Your dispatch was 
shown tothe President and Secretary of 
War. The result ia in these words. Ex- 
ercise your own discretion; if a flagrant 
case arise when a disqualified person pro- 
poses to take the oath, investigate the ques- 
tion of legality and determine tor the time 
being this right.“ 

Gen. Terry informs Sherman of his be- 
lief that the 15th Amendment would be 
adopted, but expresses his doubt of the 
Legislature passing necessary laws to put 
down the Ku-Klox without purification. 

Sherman. in reply, January 12th, saye: 
“T will sustain you in the exercise of any 
authority that will maintain. subst 
rood order tili the State of Georgia ia re- 
cognized by the Executive and Congress, 
and some lawful means be found by which 
we can defend our friends against the Ku- 
Klux band of assassins,” 

Terry informs Sherman the trouble in 
the Legislature arises from a union of a 
few Republicans with the Democrats; their 

pretext is the Governor is dishonest and 
as stolen the funds, of the State; I believe 
the charges unfounded, and think they are 
governed by different motives. 

Sherman informs Terry that the use of 
the soldiers should be limited to maintain 
peace, and he, Terry, must be the judge of 
how far it is wise to interfere with the 
component parts of the Legislature or with 
their proposed le islation. 

Under date of January 14th, Sherman 
notifies Terry: I have shown your dis- 
patches to the President. He says you are 
acting allright.” Sherman, in a telegram 
to Terry, January 22, says: “ Decide all 
questions as they arise, and do not depend 
on us here te determine absolutely the 
questions of doubt, for the Attorney Gen- 
eral thinks you arethe only power there 
other than that reserved to itaelf by Con- 
grese.” Terry acquaints Sherman of the 
result of his action in regard to organizing 
the Legislature. The report is a lengthy 
one, and contains a large number of tele- 
grams and communications which have 
passed between Generals Sherman and Ter- 

ry and Governor Bullock.
